written, but if it were made public it would seem 

the dullest of documents. Its bald and obvious state- 
ments would never arouse curiosity. But whenever I read 
its yellowing pages, the record of apparently unimportant 
occasions sparkles with recollections. — 

Under the date of August 15, 1899, I find this entry: 
“Attended Convocation of San Jose at Palo Alto.” How 
very ordinary! But between the lines I see in invisible let- 
ters: “I meet a young and dangerous clergyman.” He did 
not look dangerous. In fact, he was prepossessing, and 
when a few years later, I was frequently honored by being 
mistaken for him, it was not difficult for me to convince 
myself that he was positively 
handsome. But even in those 
moments of our earliest ac- 
quaintance it occurred to me 
that this new addition to the 
clergy list might prove irritat- 
ing to the social and economic 
complacency of the Diocese of 
California. It was evident that 
this young Rector of Trinity 
Church, Menlo Park, and In- 
structor in Leland Stanford 
University, possessed charac- 
ter, brains and imagination, al- 
ways a disconcerting combina- 
tion. 


My anticipations were real- 
ized. The Rector of Menlo 
Park had been canonically con- 
nected with the Diocese for 
two years before he took his 
seat in the diocesan convention. 
At least he is not recorded as 
being present. Presumably, his 
duties at Stanford kept him 
away. In 1899 he was present but kept “still silence,” a 
measure of restraint he has never observed since. In 1900 
he broke through his reserve to offer an amendment to a 
resolution providing for the salary of the newly-appointed 
archdeacon. From that time on, he has taken an increasing 
part in the concerns not only of the Diocese but of the 
religious world. 

All of these activities have been of a constructive nature 
but they have not always seemed such to large numbers of 
the clergy and laity. His courage in making his attitude 
plain has been a delight to his friends. His social sympa- 
thies were misunderstood by many pained souls unable to 
distinguish between a passion for justice and class prejudice. 

Orthodox heads were shaken when Edward Parsons was 
called to the rectorship of St. Mark’s, Berkeley. One who 
“sat under him” regularly at the University centre told me 
that a frequent phrase in his sermons was: “What do we 
mean by this”? followed by a clear but relentless analysis 
of loosely used expressions or popularly stated tenets. Noth- 
ing could be more disturbing to the superficially orthodox. 
I heard one devout communicant regret that so able athinker 
and so gracious a person should be misled by dangerous, 
almost heretical, opinions. It was doubtful which was the 
more deplored, his theological aberrations or his social views. 
Both were suspect.

Could such a man be considered for the episcopate? 
Shortly after I took my seat in the House of Bishops, a 
vacancy in one of the missionary districts had to be filled. 
An influential bishop sent a note to me in which was writ- 
ten: “Who is the better man, Parsons, or ‘eke 
wrote: “Parsons,” and sent the note back, whereupon the 
influential bishop immediately nominated . On the 
day of his election as Bishop Coadjutor of California, a 
lady, who had been ill but had dragged herself to the con- 
vention because of her interest in another candidate, was 
approached by a friend who inquired solicitously about her 
health. “How are you feeling, Mrs. “On, se 
said, “I suppose we must make the best of it!” 


But little by little the con- 
structive quality of his criti- 
cisms, the positive value of his 
contributions to the welfare of 
the Church and above all the 
testimony of a vital faith and 
consistent practice have won 
the confidence of all who have 
been privileged to work with 
him. 

How Edward Parsons came 
into the ministry of the Epis- 
copal Church is a fascinating 
story. His social and academic 
background and, perhaps as 
much as any other factor, his 
experience as curate of Grace 
Church, New York, under 
William R. Huntington, ex- 
plain his aptitude for later re- 
sponsibilities. The search for 
health brought him to Menlo 
Park. In 1901 he became Rec- 
tor of St. Matthew’s, San Ma- 
teo, and, as such, a person of 
some consequence in the Diocese. In 1903 he was elected 
to the Standing Committee, and as the youngest member, 
was made Secretary. A day or two later as I was going 
into the old Diocesan House on California Street, Dr. Bake- 
well, President of the Standing Committee, met me and, 
handing me some keys, said: “These are the keys to the 
Standing Committee’s desk. You should have them as Sec- 
retary.” That it took five minutes to convince Dr. Bakewell 
that I was not Mr. Parsons did seem to favor the impression 
that I bore some resemblance to him. He remained on the 
Standing Committee until his election to the episcopate. As 
early as 1901 he had been elected an alternate to the Gen- 
eral Convention. In 1904 he was elected deputy and served 
as such in every General Convention until he qualified for 
membership in the other house. In 1907 we were both 
elected deputies and traveled to Richmond together, taking 
along Baedeker and studiously memorizing the points of 
interest in each stopping place. At San Antonio we visited 
the Alamo after dark and groping our way to the portal, 
touched its historic door. We put up at the old St. Charles 
in New Orleans and thoroughly toured the city. I doubt 
if any deputation from California ever enjoyed a General 
Convention more. Three of us, Parsons, Gallwey and I, 


with the addition of Frank Stone, occupied four beds in | 


the large parlor of a hospitable Richmond boarding house.

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We are no sooner done 
Thanksgiving with Thanksgiving than 
and Christmas Christmas begins to fill 


our thoughts. Prepara- 
tions for it are already begun. Pageants 
are being studied and rehearsed. Christmas 
lists are being scanned. Check books and 
bank accounts are reviewed. Cards are 
being chosen,—the whole busy rush of the 
season comes upon us. It is hard to realize 
that it is Advent, a season when for cen- 
turies the thought of the Christian world 
was directed not to Christmas merrymak- 
ing but to the solemn preparatiof for 
Christ’s coming, to meditation upon His 
Majesty, His Kingship, His Judgment. 
Some of us can remember when Advent 
sermons dwelt upon the “last things,” 
heaven, hell, death and judgment. 

But in these days, I repeat, we can 
hardly think of Advent as a shorter Lent. 
Any real observance of it must, I am sure, 
be touched with the dawning light of the 
Christmas season. Now that season is like 
all the great Christian feasts, one of 
thanksgiving. The “Proper Prefaces” in 
the Communion Service, for example, are 
all prefaced by the declaration that “It is 
very meet, right and our bounden duty that 
we should at all times and in all places 
give thanks unto Thee.” Then follows the 
special reason for the particular feast,— 
“because Thou didst give Jesus Christ,” 
“because in the mystery of the Word,” “but 
chiefly are we bound to praise Thee.” and 
so one after another. 

But to come back to Advent! Thus we 
have at either end of that season a great 
Thanksgiving Day; and my thought is that 
this year when the chaos of the world, the 


terror of life, the problems which beset 
our nation and the uncertainties and in- 
securities of our own lives make thanks- 
giving with its turning of our hearts to God 
so infinitely important, we should link these 
two thanksgivings together by carrying 
that spirit through the whole Advent Sea- 
son. We prepare for Christmas by making 
Advent a kind of continuous Thanksgiving! 
The Prayer Book helps us to do this. 
Thanksgiving has been specifically a na- 
tional and family day. But in the Advent 
“Collects Epistles and Gospels” we turn 
to some of the causes for thanksgiving 
that lie more especially in the story of our 
Faith. The First Sunday puts before us 
the Christian Hope. It directs our thoughts 
to the Second Coming, as we call it. It is 
true that we no longer think of this “Com- 
ing” as the poetic imagination of our spirit- 
ual forefathers conceived it—a physical 
coming in the clouds with power and maj- 
esty. We know that it is only in the slow 
processes of history that God’s purposes 
can be realized and His Kingdom come and 
the Christ reign. But the point is that our 
Faith directs us to the future, not to the 
past. We no longer need mourn for a lost 
Golden Age. Our Golden Age lies in the 
future. Our religion is one of hope. We 
thank God for it. 


And on the Second Sunday we are car- 
ried on to the great Book in which this 
promise of the future is enshrined—the 
story of God’s revelation of Himself in the 
history of the people of Israel, the story 
of its culmination in Jesus Christ, the rec- 
ord of the reflection of the great leaders 
of the early Church upon the meaning of 
Christ,—all that and more, a great book

of devotion, a great charter of freedom, a 
great strengthener of weak hearts. We 
thank God for the Scriptures. 

The Third Sunday in Advent brings us 
to the ministry. The living message of the 
Scriptures has come to us through the 
Church and especially through those to 
whom the Church has committed the min- 
istry of reconciliation, the stewards of the 
mysteries of God. Our thoughts range 
over the great names, the Augustines and 
Ambroses, the Bernards and Francises. 
the Luthers and Calvins, the Hobarts and 
Phillips Brookses; and the lesser names of 
those to whom we have looked as pastors 
and friends, as loving witnesses to the 
truth of the Gospel. And we thank God 
for them. 

At last the Christmas light is dawning. 
The Fourth Sunday in Advent brings us 
a picture most familiar in our life today. 
The leaders seek out John the Baptist. 
They ask whether he is the Messiah. Every- 
where in these sad days men are asking 
just as they did in Palestine 1900 years ago, 
“Art thou he?” “Art thou the one for 
whom we long? Art thou the light, the 
truth, the way?” The answer is coming. 
Wait and pray and look! The mystery of 
the ages is to be revealed. A day, two 
days, and then the Holy Night, the Hope 
of the world, the Desire of all nations! 
We thank God for that last Sunday, that 
breathless moment of anticipation. Fars 
alert for the angels’ song, eyes searching 
the heavens for the radiance not of earth. 
It is a heavenly mystery to be revealed — 
and behold it is only a little baby !ving 
in a manger. Let us thank God that the mvs- 
tery is something we can all understand.

Principles ated a few years ago by the 


report of the Commission 
which in the effort to appraise the mis- 
sionary work of the Christian Churches and 
to suggest ways of coordinating and mak- 
ing it more effective was published under 
the title “Re-thinking Missions.” The 
work had been financed by laymen con- 
cerned with the problems not only of 
preaching the Gospel to the world but of 
the use of the vast sums of money ex- 
pended in the work. The chairman of 
the Commission was Professor Hocking, 
the famous philosopher of Harvard Uni- 
versity. The report was hailed by many 
as opening a new era in missionary work. 
It was vigorously attacked by many others 
chiefly I think on the ground that it seemed 
to deal with the whole matter in too aca- 
demic a way. It had too little realization 
of the essentially militant spirit which has 
taken Christian missionaries out over all 
the world. It certainly had little in com- 
mon with the spirit which at the turn of 
the century talked of evangelizing the 
world in this generation. But in spite of 
the criticism, it unquestionably helped in 
right thinking, in stimulating movements 
toward Church unity in the mission field 
and in making the vastness of the task and 
its complexity clearer. 

Professor Hocking has recently pub- 
lished a book in which he brings to a focus 
some further observations and reflections 
upon the whole matter. He calls it “Living

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An Expert on the 
Prayer Book 
Bishop Parsons Knows His Liturgics 

The firm of Charles Scribner’s Sons 
wanted to publish an authoritative volume 
on The American Prayer Book several years 
ago. and they turned to Bishop Edward 
Lambe Parsons as the proper authority. 
The work had been begun by the late 
Bishop Charles Slattery, and when he died 
it was taken over by Bishop Parsons, who 
with the assistance of Prof. Bayard H. 
Jones (then of the Church Divinity School 
of the Pacific) produced the remarkable 
yolume which has become the standard of 
scholarship among American Churchmen. 
The book not only contains most of the 
important material presented in volumes 
by English scholars, it also contains more 
recent results of research and several ideas 
developed by the co-authors. 

When it appeared, Dean Henry Shires 
wrote: “The excellences of the book are 
many. It is exceedingly logical and reveal- 
ing, not only in the material used but in 
what is left unsaid. One is conscious that 
there is no material available which has 
not been thoroughly worked over at first 
hand. Its documentation is thorough. Its 
style is smooth and lightened by graphic 
figures and allusions. The whole story of 
the liturgical development of the Christian 
Church is presented.” 

\Vhen we think of all that Bishop Par- 
sons has done for the Church in many 
fields, such as Church unity, social action, 
preaching, teaching, and pastoral work, it 
is interesting to note this statement in the 
Introduction of his book: “Worship is 
after all the supreme function of the 
Church. Whatever contributes to the bet- 
ter understanding of its nature, whatever 
reveals the essential unity of the worship 
of the Christian ages, whatever helps to 
make worship more worthy of God, must 
have its place in drawing Christians closer 
together. The comprehensiveness, the 
variety, and the unity, which constitute 
the real Catholicity of our faith, are no- 
where more adequately expressed than in 
worship.” 

[t you think you want to understand our 
Prayer Book in its history and meaning, this 
is « book which you must own. It has a list 
of meanings of technical words which will 
help you understand, such terms as “brev- 
iary,” “rubrics,” “conflation,” “eucharist,” 
“sacramentary,” and others which are essen- 
tial to an understanding of the text. There 
is a good book list for those who want to 
go more deeply into the subject. It is the 
hook on the subject, for clergy and laity 
alike, and it is Bishop Parsons’ and Prof. 
Jones’ permanent contribution to scholarship. 
Most of us have seen the little Confirma- 
tion manual which Bishop Parsons wrote 
some years ago. This has been revised in 
collaboration with Dean James Malloch, and 
is published by Morehouse-Gorham. It is 
invaluable for confirmation classes, and 
would be helpful for all who want to renew 


their confirmation vows.—RANDOLPH CRUMP

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Cathedral Thronged for 
Young People’s Service 


Young people from all over the Diocese, 
from campus and parish groups, filled the 
Nave of Grace Cathedral on Sunday eve- 
ning, November 17th, for the Annual Vesper 
Service planned by the Diocesan Student 
Council and the House of Young Church- 
men.

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After the Chest Campaign 


The response to the call for funds has, 
in a year of uncertainty and multiplied 
claims for contributions to emergencies, 
been entirely encouraging. One must ad- 
mire the sacrifice of time that all the work- 
ers make. The understanding of social prob- 
lems grows each year. There is now no con- 
flict between the views of the business man 
and the trained social worker. Throughout 
the year scientific research goes on. Over- 
lapping in agencies is constantly being pre- 
vented. Good social work must be sympa- 
thetic. The Chest always comes first. The 
object in view is to work out each individual 
problem to the greatest benefit of the per- 
sons concerned, It may be expensive, it may 
entail very little expenditure. Budgets of 
each agency are carefully planned and then 
examined by a competent committee. Noth- 
ing is left to chance and the cost of admin- 
istering is surprisingly low compared with 
that of the many private campaigns that used 
to be the custom. 

Just as the work of the Chest authorities 
goes on every day from year to year so our 
interest as members of parishes should never 
flag. Our knowledge and understanding of 
what each agency is trying to do should be 
increasing. We should be giving our think- 
ing faculties to these our agencies as well 
as a decent proportion of our income. There 
may be certain people who can never under- 
stand that relief and constructive help must 
be intelligently and painstakingly given with 
the one idea of developing a personality, but 
there is no excuse for lack of understanding 
on the part of the Churchman—a believer in 
brotherhood and the universal fatherhood 
of God. 

The San Francisco Community Chest had 
its beginning in 1923. In 1924 Bishop Par- 
sons became Bishop of California after hav- 
ing been Bishop-Coadjutor for five years. 
The Chest authorities from the beginning 
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Bishop Scarlett of Missouri will preach at the farewell service to Bishop Parsons in Grace Cathedral 
on the evening of December 29, 1940.

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Why Men Do Not 
Go to Church 


By BisHop JOHNSON 


A great deal has been said about the rea- 
son why men do not go to church. Before 
considering their excuses let us consider 
the purpose of public worship. It is first of 
all to give thanks not merely for our own 
blessings but also a corporate act in put- 
ting God and His righteousness first in our 
national life. No man has any right to live 
merely for himself, but as we are all mem- 
bers one of another we have a responsibil- 
ity for the example that we set in our com- 
munity. If all men should cease to take 
part in public worship, society would be- 
come spiritually impoverished. As it is the 
majority of men absent themselves from 
worship and thereby place upon the few 
the task of keeping the light burning. 

We are all familiar with their excuses. 
The meanest of them all is the statement 
that my parents made me go to church so 
much as a child that I am fed up on wor- 
ship. Your parents made you go to school. 
Are you tired of the knowledge that vou 
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thus acquired? They made you honest and 
truthful. Do you get weary of that? And 
isn’t it rather mean to blame your godly 
parents for your own shortcomings? Sup- 
pose that they had let you run loose, would 
you have attained the position that you 
now occupy? I will guarantee that eighty 
per cent of successful business men owe 
their prosperity to the fact that they had 
godly parents. 

The next excuse is that so many Chris- 
tians are hypocrites that you do not wish 
to be numbered among them. So you differ 
from the Pharisee in the parable only in the 
fact that he thanked God in the synagogue 
that he was not as other men were. You 
stand on the sidewalk and say the same 
thing. Of course you are not a hypocrite 
because if you never try to climb the moun- 
tain you can never fall off. You are per- 
fectly safe on the prairie. 

A great many others lay the blame for 
their absence to the parson—either to his 
preaching or to his ritual or to his person- 
ality. You don’t get anything out of it is 
the complaint. In saying this you demon- 
strate your failure to understand the Gos- 
pel in which the vital question is not what 
one gets but what one gives. The duty of 
a layman is just as imperative as is that 
of a clergyman and the fact that the min- 
ister forfeits your approval does not re- 
lease you from your obligation to bear 
witness as a Christian. 

Another man says that he visits nature’s 
beautiful cathedral and worships God 
there. The truth of the matter is that he 
does not think of God during his picnic. 
If he mentions God at all it is when his 
auto goes wrong and that is hardly wor- 
ship. Besides if he should worship the God 
of nature it is a purely self-centered act 
and does not add anything to the spiritual 
welfare of the community. 

Again, another man says that he needs 
the rest of Sunday and wants to relax. He 
is unmindful of the fact that it is the Lord’s 
day and he owes his day of rest to the Gos- 
pel. Really going to church for an hour on 
Sunday would inject a change of atmos- 
phere which is the very essence of rest. 
It certainly would not be a matter of ex- 
haustion. 

The true answer to the question “Why do 
not men go to Church?” is that they do 
not want to go. They are eager to take all 
the blessings which the good Lord gives 
them but do not feel the obligation to do 
something in return. To receive gifts from 
any one without expressing one’s thank- 
fulness is to be guilty of ingratitude. To 
neglect participation in corporate worship 
is to encourage atheism and in the end will 
contribute to the loss of all liberty when- 
ever a dictator arises to fill the vacuum in 
our souls. 

The vital question for each of us is not 
what do I get out of attending divine wor- 
ship, but quite the contrary, what do I con- 
tribute to the spiritual assets of the nation. 
If we put first things first we will seek the 
Kingdom of God and His righteousness 
rather than consult our own comforts at 
the expense of those who bear witness to 
their faith in God. Otherwise the youth of 
the nation will follow this line of least 
resistance without the background which 
their fathers had.—From “The Witness.”

They will 
find stimulus to their thinking whether 
they agree with Professor Hocking or not.

We were young enough to enjoy bull ses- 
sions, and settled all the problems of the 
Church both before and after they were 
debated in convention. It was at Richmond 
that I was again mistaken for the hero. 
I was crossing the Capitol grounds one 
morning when a distinguished looking 
elderly gentleman stopped me and said: 
“Pardon me, but I must thank you for 
that excellent address on Sunday Schools 
you gave at the meeting last night.” Now 
I had not even attended that meeting. 
What to do? What indeed but to thank my 
interlocutor for his kind words, express 
my satisfaction if I had been able to con- 
tribute anything of value, and hand on 
the compliment to him for whom it was 
intended. 

Unless my wires are crossed, it was also 
at Richmond that one day the fragment 
of a letter fluttered down from the balcony 
into the House of Deputies. It proved to 
be written by a young lady who was be- 
guiling the tedium of the session by at- 
tending to her correspondence. “I am 
here,” she wrote, “looking on at the Gen- 
eral Convention. It has been frightfully 
tiresome until just now when a perfect 
gentleman from California began to speak.” 
Here the bottom of the page had 
been reached and the leaf slipped over the 
railing. The surprised deputy, upon whom 
it alighted, shamelessly and _ hilariously 
read it and, I regret to say, circulated it 
among his equally shameless fellow dep- 
uties. 

Between 1904 and 1907 much happened 
in California to affect the fortunes of the 
Church and City of San Francisco. The 
most conspicuous event was the disaster 
of 1906. Refugees, among whom my family 
was numbered, crowded the Oakland ier- 
ries. In Berkeley, Mr. Parsons headed the 
relief committee which in that little harmed 
city was hastily organized and, when sup- 
plies began to arrive from the East, St. 
Mark’s was made a distributing point. | 
remember this particularly since among 
the garments for the earthquake sufferers 
were many pairs of pajamas whose virtues 
refugees of that era did not understand. 
When the Committee became desperate 
because no one would accept pajamas they 
unloaded eleven pairs upon me. Neither 
before nor since has my wardrobe been 
so extensive. The need for clothing was 
urgent but temporary. The task of re- 
building the churches consumed several 
vears. It would have taken longer had not 
a group consisting of Parsons, Gallwey and 
Lathrop toured the East and brought back 
substantial evidence of the sympathy of 
our fellow churchmen. Meanwhile, during 
the six months’ absence of the Parsons 
family the Sanford family gratefully and 
with great joy occupied their house. 

The limits of this article compel a rigor- 
ous selection of a few of the many areas 
in which Mr. Parsons’ initiative has been 
notable. I shall mention three only. They 
belong to the years previous to 1919. 

To the Diocesan Convention in the nine- 
teenth century, Christian Education meant 
the work of private Church Schools, such 
as St. Mathew’s, San Mateo, or Irving In- 
stitute, San Francisco. Long reports on 
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such establishments appear in the Con- 
vention Journal. It is true that from 1892 
to the close of the decade a Committee on 
Sunday Schools encumbered the front 
pages of the Journal, but, so far as I can 
discover, that committee never submitted 
4 report. As for work among college stu- 
dents, or adult education, they had not been 
dreamed of. Some interest in Sunday 
Schools was stirring, for in 1900 a com- 
mittee reporting on the advisability of or- 
ganizing a Diocesan Sunday School Insti- 
tute. as had been suggested by the Con- 
vocation of San Francisco, stated: “It is 
with profound regret that the Committee 
is compelled to report that (our) circular 
letter and list of questions has met with 
an almost unanimous indifference.” Never- 
theless, the Sunday School Institute was 
organized and the next year Edward Par- 
sons moved the appointment of a Sunday 
School Commission to report annually to 
Convention. Before long the mover of this 
resolution became the moving spirit of the 
Sunday School Commission. Under its 
auspices lectures on religious subjects were 
delivered in parish halls, many being given 
by Mr. Parsons himself. Perhaps the peak 
of interest was scaled when Dr. Richard 
Moulton of the University of Chicago came 
to San Francisco and addressed large audi- 
ences at a series of six meetings, presenting 
the principles about to appear in his edition 
of “The Modern Readers’ Bible.” Clergy 
and laity had their eyes opened to the 
literary value of the Old and New Testa- 
ments and conceded that in order to appre- 
ciate the Bible as great literature it was 
not necessary to be a heretic. Previously, 
to many Christians, it seemed daring, if 
not impious, to acknowledge that so holy 
a book could have any relation to mere 
literature. 


The California Sunday School Commis- 
sion may be credited with doing for the 
\West Coast what the New York Commis- 
sion had done for the East. Both had much 
to do with the modern interest in religious 
education. Both share in the merit of 
promoting a Department of Education in 
the soon-to-be-organized National Council. 


Soon after Mr. Parsons became Rector 
ot St. Mark’s, Berkeley, he began to ponder 
the Church’s strategy in growing towns. 
San Francisco made an unhappy start by 
building two Episcopal Churches almost 
next door to each other. From 1850 until 
1900 no congregation of the Episcopal 
Church in the California metropolis had 
been placed with any reference to the needs 
of the Diocese or the city. The only con- 
sideration had been the preferences of the 
congregation. As for a policy of expan- 
sion, there was none. Bishop Nichols laid 
the foundation for a new era in Church 
building when he persuaded the Conven- 
tion to define parish boundaries. But 
Berkeley was still unspoiled territory. Be- 
sides St. Mark’s, the Good Shepherd, West 
Berkeley and St. Matthew’s, South Berke- 
ley, of which two missions the new rector 
was made priest-in-charge, were the only 
other congregations. New units of the 
Church were needed, but they must be 
strategically placed. Soon, All Souls’, north 
of the campus, was inaugurated, and a

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little later St. Clement’s in Claremont. In 
order to continue the wise location of new 
churches, to equalize the opportunities and 
responsibilities of the congregational units 
and te develop a city-wide Church con- 
sciousness which would obviate unhealthy 
parochialism, the rector advocated in a 
striking sermon what he called: “A Mu- 
nicipal Policy.” The details were simple, 
providing for a parish consisting of all the 
congregations that were or should be or- 
ganized in Berkeley, a vestry selected from 
the entire constituency, a common staff of 
clergy with areas of responsibility assigned, 
and a common treasury to which all con- 
tributed according to their ability and were 
supported in accordance with their need. 
The aim was to secure united action in 
evangelizing the city without hampering 
local initiative. It was a great conception 
and the sermon was a notable document. 
The municipal policy was adopted and St. 
Mark’s became a notable parish. But the 
working out of any policy depends as much 
upon the personality of its administrators 
as upon the statesmanship of its charter. 
And the wisdom of so new a phenomenon 
in parochial management required to be 
proved by years of successful operation. 
It was inevitable that the imperfectly 
welded units should separate when the 


Diocese needed the Rector for a larger 
area. Nevertheless the municipal policy 
registered an advance in Church admin- 
istration. I venture to assert that never 
again in the Diocese of California will a 
new parish be located without reference to 
the common interest. 

The Convention Journal of 1904 records 
the presentation by the Rev. E. L. Parsons 
of a memorial from the Convocation of 
San Jose about the use of the Revised 
Version in public worship. After due ref- 
erence, the memorial was ordered sent as 
from the Diocese to the General Conven- 
tion. This item dates Mr. Parsons’ activity 
in the improvement of public worship. It 
was natural that the next step should be 
his appointment to a Committee to study 
the lectionary. And remembering that Dr. 
Huntington steered the previous Prayer 
Book revision, it might have been expected 
that his former curate would take a leading 
part in the next revision. How conspicu- 
ous his usefulness is a matter of record. 
How fruitful his study is evidenced by his 
share, in collaboration with another Cali- 
fornia scholar, Dr. Jones, in what is ac- 
knowledged to be the standard publication 
on the Book of Common Prayer. 

In my diary I find, after entries referring 
to meetings in Menlo or San Mateo, the

mysterious letters, “P.P.” They stand for 
“Peninsular Push,” the nickname we gave 
a little coterie, Brewer, Gardner, Gallwey, 
Parsons, myself, and occasionally others, 
who met from time to time to discuss mat- 
ters both local and cosmic. I have for- 
gotten what we talked about but I re- 
member gratefully the friendship which 
made these meetings possible and profit- 
able. We were all ardent members of the 
Clerical Seminar when that now venerable 
club was a suspect organization. I like to 
remember those of our circle who have 
gone: David Evans, a rare soul and a poet, 
whom the embittered ARGONAUT scorn- 
fully labeled: “David Evans, Versesmith,” 
and the brilliant Higgs, sometime Editor 
of The Pactric CHuURCHMAN who, accord- 
ing to Dr. Clampett, dipped his pen in 
vitriol. I can not forget the charm of the 
rectories at Menlo and San Mateo and 
Berkeley, the last of which was an asylum 
so long. Priceless recollections perhaps 
bias my judgment. Nevertheless the Dio- 
cese of California has in its episcopate a 
great tradition. Initiated by a scholar, con- 
tinued by a statesman, and carried on in 
the generation now closing by one who is 
both a scholar and a statesman, it holds 
a stimulus and an encouraging promise for 
the future.

information. ... One of the attractive new 
bulletins to come to this editor is from 
St. Andrew’s, Oakland, where the Rev. G. 
Parker Prince is doing such an outstanding 
job. ... Incidentally, many have been ask- 
ing the name of the young lady who read 
the lesson so ably in the Cathedral at the 
recent college student H. Y. C. service— 
she is Miss Margaret Dolph of Mills Col- 
lege and St. Andrew’s. .. . Do you know 
that about 200 of the 500 Mills College 
students are Episcopalians, and the same 
Mr. Prince ministers to their needs. . . . It 
should be interesting to discover how many 
men the parishes and missions of this Dio- 
cese have presented men to the ministry. 
The record, so far as this editor knows, is 
held by Christ Church, Alameda, which has 
placed three, Rex Barron, Henry M. Shires, 
and Bertram Simmons... .

OTHER BOOKS 


“Everyone has heard of Voltaire and 
Rousseau, but few who are not versed in 
the subject could so much as name a con- 
servative thinker of the time.” In Catholics 
and Unbelievers in Eighteenth Century 
France (Princeton University Press, $4), 
Robert Palmer gives us the other side of the 
picture, and we learn that Voltaire did not 
have a monopoly on the brains of the nation 
after all.

When children are in about the third or 
fourth grades, they are interested in Exp/or- 
ing Our Neighborhood (Abingdon, $1.25), 
in which Mildred M. Eakin presents the 
community, the various churches, and the 
government as three main sections. It is 
highly recommended for Church schools.

A very cleverly written book for the 
Church training of children (and grown-ups, 
too) is Phyllis Graham’s Christopher (Mac- 
millan and SPCK). It is written in the form 
of a story and tells of a young English lad 
uninstructed in the ways of the Church who 
visits his cousin, a curate in a country par- 
ish. The boy has the time of his life, and 
the curate’s wise comments will grip the 
reader, whether child or adult. 
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Understanding Children, by Dean Lewis 
J. Sherrill (Abingdon, $1.75) provides valu- 
able material for parents and church and 
public school teachers. Some of the chap- 
ters deal witn such important phases of 
children’s growth as “How Children Dif- 


fer,” “Values and Aversions,” “Knowledge 


and Insight,” “Health of Personality,” and 
“Growth Through Christian Fellowship.” 
It is requirea reading. 


Religion in the Bible, by Forrest Cleburne 
Weir (Abingdon, 50c), is for older groups 
in the church schools. The emphasis is on 
the tracing of the great ideas in the Bible in 
their development, with the aid of the Bible 
itself. It should be required reading for all 
teachers. 


If you are looking for a book on religious 
education that is fun to read, you will enjoy 
Philip Jones’ experiences as The Church 
School Superintendent (Abingdon, $1), in 
which many practical suggestions are given.

Our Present Duty 


By Tue Rt. Rev. Henry St. Georce Tucker 
Presiding Bishop 


A time like the present imposes a severe 
strain upon our loyalty to and our belief 
‘in the good. There is the temptation to 
repay evil with evil, to allow the hatred and 
anger from which we are suffering to pro- 
voke in us an answering anger and hatred. 
Among the many responsibilities which 
Christians must assume in time of war, 
none is of more importance than to keep 
alive the spirit of love toward those whose 
evil we oppose. 


We see around us a world in which good 
activities are in imminent danger of being 
overcome by those that are evil. An heroic 
effort is being made to save mankind from 
what in our estimation at least would be 
a terrible disaster. American Christians 
represent the only considerable body of 
Christ’s followers whose energies are not 
absorbed in this titanic struggle. We are 
not uninterested spectators. We feel that 
the welfare of the world will be gravely 
affected by the outcome of the present 
struggle—our own as well as that of the 
nations directly involved. We are conse- 
quently busy preparing to defend ourselves 
against future attack by possible aggres- 
sors. We are giving moral support and as 
much material aid as seems practicable, if 
we are to preserve our neutral position, to 
those nations which are fighting for prin- 
ciples whose maintenance we consider 
necessary for human welfare. 


Let us not delude ourselves with the 
hope that our national preparation to safe- 
guard us from the dangers of war releases 
us as members of the Church from any 
further concern. All that it does is to give 
us another opportunity to apply ourselves 
with more diligence and more sacrifice to 
the task to which God calls us, that of 
overcoming evil with good during the years 
of peace to which we look forward. 


The first requisite of the preparation we 
should make in this time of war is more 
real dedication of ourselves to God. The 
second requisite is more readiness to use 
the capacities which have been enriched by 
the love of God shed abroad in our hearts 
in actual service. 


The next requisite for going forward in 
service is an ardent longing to extend to 
all men the opportunity to receive that 
power which has transformed our own 
lives into witnesses unto Christ. 


Shall we not place upon the altar the 
bodies that have been made clean by His 
Body and the souls that have been washed 
through His most precious Blood, offering 
them and all the resources that God has 
entrusted to us as a holy, living and rea- 
sonable sacrifice? 


If so, we may well have confidence that 
God will use our little sacrifice to complete 
that work of saving the world that was 
begun by the sacrifice of the Son of God 
upon the Cross on Calvary. 


Humility, contrition, simple earnestness 
of purpose is the attitude His law demands, 
and into the soul so bowed the light of con- 
viction of the Gospel’s truth will burst with 
overwhelming radiance.—C. W. L.
